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MONTH BY MONTH. 

A meeting of the Council of the B.E.A. was held in 

London on Saturday, 10th May, 1924. 

Present: Mr. W. E. Clayton (in the chair). Misses Blake. Borel. 
O’Brien, and Kook; Mrs. Clayton, and Messrs. Boll. Boutyvood. 
Edmonds, Fainnan, Lechmere-Oertel, Long. Robertson. Robinson. 
Shelton. J. A. Smith. Thomas. Wadham. Wooding, and Yelland. 
In attendance ; the Secretary and the Business Manager. 

Apologies for absence from Mr. Merchant and others 

were read. 

Mrs. Clayton reported that the Correspondence Courses 
were now in full working, and some students had already 
been enrolled. It was hoped that Group Secretaries 
would do their best to make the courses known. 

On report by a Sub-Committee, it was decided to open 
a Fund to provide a memorial to the late Dr. John 
Pollen. The memorial is to take the form of "John 
Pollen Prizes” to be competed for annually by young 
people. Details of the scheme were left to the Literary 
Committee. 

A recommendation from the Executive Committee 
was considered, dealing with the following statute 
recently introduced by Sennacieca Asocio Tutmonda :— 
“Ciu SATano ne rajtas esti samtempe membrode iu 
burĝa kaj tiel nomata ' net'itrala ’ Esperantista organ- 
izaĵo . . . Sole la Direkta Komilato rajtas 

konsideri kaj esceptigi la teritoriojn kaj kamaradojn 
troviĝantajn en sitnacio aparta.” 

The opinion was expressed that by dealing in books 
published by S.A.T., the Association would be providing 
that organisation with profits to enable it to continue to 
exclude its members from supporting the national Esper¬ 
anto associations. After discussion the following 
resolution was carried :—“ That so long as the statute 
above quoted remains in force, the Association shall 
refrain from dealing in or in any way distributing any 
publication of S.A.T. or its associated publishing organ¬ 
isations, but that existing stocks already paid for may be 
sold.” 

The question arose as to the advisability or otherwise 
of continuing to sell a pamphlet in English, published by 
another organisation, in which it is suggested that readers 
should join S.A.T., and it was decided that the pamphlet 
should be no longer advertised in the booklist or dis¬ 
played for sale in the office, but that in view of the 
present circumstances, copies of the existing edition be 
supplied when ordered, 

A resolution was passed expressing the opinion that it 
was very undesirable for the B.E.A. to take any part in 
the engraving of a motto or the name of the Association 
on the Zamenhof monument, and that the Association 
deprecated the engraving on the monument of any 
national inscriptions. 

Mr, Edmonds intimated that he had placed on the 
agenda of the Annual Meeting a motion in his own name 
as follows:—“That this Association accepts the principle 
agreed to by K.K. with reference to the collection of 
subscriptions for the U.E.A. by the National Societies, 
and empowers the Council to carry it into effect so far as 
the B.E.A. is concerned.” Mr. Edmonds expressed the 
desire that the Council should consider the matter with 
a view to making some recommendation to the Annual 
Meeting. After discusssion it was carried “That the 
Council accepts in principle the proposal made at the 
meeting in Geneva, by which the B.E.A. would have 
national and international members ; the former paying 
an annual subscription of 10/-, and the latter an annual 
subscription of £l, half of which £\ would be sent to 
Geneva as a subscription for member-subscriber of the 
U.E.A.” 

On the question of the future of the Konstanta 
Kongresa Komisiono it was unanimously agreed “That 
this Council accepts in principle, and recommends to the 
Annual Meeting for definite confirmation, the proposed 
alteration of Article 4 of the Contract of Helsinki as 


drawn up at the meeting at Geneva.” 

The basis agreed by the K.R. for subscriptions of the 
National Societies for 1924 was agreed to, and it was 
decided to pay to the K.R. before July 1st a subscrip¬ 
tion on the basis of 10% of the U.E.A. subscription for 
each member of the B.E.A., the membership being 
reckoned as at 31st December, 1923, viz : 1200. 

The resolutions passed at Geneva concerning statistics 
and the Central Library were endorsed by the Council, 
and the E’ropaganda Committee was asked to deal with 
matters concerning the Commercial Experiment, the 
Commercial Register and Press Service. 

The Executive Committee reported that it had decided 
to purchase an addressing machine. Arrangements 
were also being made for a new edition of the Esperanto 
“ Key ”
